15. (new): The release method according to claim 1, wherein said releasing comprises 
releasing without waiting for the predetermined timeout period, each Label Switched Path 
indicated by said tag. 
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16. (new): A system for releasing a Label Switched Path established between linked 
routers of a telecommunication network via a PathTear Message, the system comprising: 

a plurality of routers; 

a plurality of links linking said routers to form a main path and linking said routers in 
another order to form at least one detour path; 

a release module which releases at least some of the linked routers via said Path Tear 
Message, 

wherein said Path Tear Message comprises information and a tag indicating to the router 
receiving said Path_Tear Message, whether said Path_Tear Message should be forwarded 
towards a downstream- located router without waiting for a predetermined timeout period. 

17. (new): The system according to claim 16, wherein the tag further indicates which 
of Label Switched Paths to release and wherein the releasing module releases each LSP indicated 
in the tag without waiting for the predetermined timeout period. 

18. (new): The release method according to claim 1, wherein the tag indicates which 
paths out of the main path and the detour path and wherein the Path Tear Message is received 
only via one of the main path and the detour path and is forwarded downstream without waiting 
for the predetermined timeout period. 

19. (new): The release method according to claim 1, wherein a receiving router is 
linked to other routers via the main path and via the detour path and wherein, when the receiving 
router receives the Path Tear Message via only one of the main path and the detour path, the 
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receiving router forwards the received PathTear Message downstream without waiting the 
predetermined timeout period. 
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
